BUFFALO, Sept. 11,3 p. m. — Each 


hour adds to the assurance that Pres- 
ident McKlnley will soon be well and 
able to look after bis duties as usual. 
He has escaped tbe bullet intended to 
end his life, and there is no reason to 
believe he will feel any permanent ef- 
fects from the wound. 


Tbe sensationalists have been busy 


and some newspapers have been as- 
serting that he would be well in six 
weeks. It is true the physicians, in 
the first burst of confidence, were 
credited 
with statements of that 


character, but they are now denied. 


"All this talk of the President sit- 


ting up in a few days and leaving Buf- 
falo within tbe next, few weeks is non- 
sense,"' :>aiu Ductor Mynier after tbe 
morning conference. "I shall be very 
well satisfied if he can be removed in 
six weeks, for that will show speedy 
recovery. The President cannot be 
expected to recover in a few days for 
the wound in the abdomen is certain- 
ly serious and time will be required to 
heal it/' 


When the physicians appeared after 


the morning consultation they gave 
out the most encouraging reports yet 
heard from the sick room. The bulle- 
tin was the most, elaborate and com- 
prehensive yet issued, and shows the 
absence of the uncertainty that to 
this time was apparent in their pro- 
fessional utterances. 
The bulletin 


follows: 


"The President, rested comfortably 


during tbe night, and decided relief 
followed the dressing -jf the wound 
last night. His stomach tolerates 
the beef

and it is

temperature 100, respiration 24." 


Some uneasiness was felt outside 


tae sick chamber regarding the dress- 
ing of the wound in the President's 
abdomen. It is not healing at the 
first intention but that is by no 
means unusual in cases of thj§ kind. 
On the contrary it is nsual for gun- 
shot- wounds to heal by what is term- 
ed,the second intention, that- is by 
granulation. This is especially true 
in the case of older people, whereas in 
tbe case of younger people they usu- 
ally heal by the first intention. 


In priyate conversation the attend- 


ing physicians express themselves as 
pleased with the progress made by 
their patient, and think it remarka- 
ble that his wounds have not affected 
his spirits. The President talks free- 
ly, and is cheerful at all times. 
He 


expressed great satisfaction 
when 


nourishment was given in the usual 
way, and is confident he will get- 
well. At no time since Saturday, when 
he was recovering from the influence 
of the anaesthetic, has he been dull 
and drowsy, a condition tbao speaks 
well for the future. 


The general feeling about the Mil- 


burn residence is that President Mc- 
Kinley is beyond the danger point, 
and this is shared by Mrs. McK inley. 
who shows by her increased cheerful- 
ness the joy she feels at what promis- 
es to be the happy end of a tragic 
happening.

From the above you will 
see the necessity of renewed inu-rest 
in our organization and its policies, so

at High Speed. 


The local authorities are after Pan 
Handle engineers who insist, on run- 
ning through the city at a high rate 
of speed. A number of complaints 
have been made, and tbe offending 
engineers will be called upon to settle 
without delay. 
The practice is not only against the 


law of the city buo is dangerous, and 
that serious accidents have not hap- 
pened since the second track was laid 
is put down to luck. One complain- 
ant says a train passed through Co- 
shocton at about 50 miles an hour. 
The average complaint is 30 to 3o 
miles an hour. This is a favorite 
running ground for PanHandle engin- 
eers and some remarkable records are 
being made, but the authorities are 
interested not so much in records as 
they are in preventing accidents.

Special meetings of council are sel- 
dom interesting. 
They are for the 
purpose t»f transacting given business 
and going home. 
Tbe session Tues- 
day evening was an exception. Two 
questions of more or less importance' 
were discussed. 


Councilmen Barcroft, McNaughton. 
Stewart and Brooke were tbe faitbiui 
members, and it was almost 5 o'clock 
when Mayor Cassingnam began busi- 
ness. Tbe lobby was almost ernpiv. 
Clerk Wagner read tbe minutes oi the 
last meeting, and according u» time 
honored custom they were accepted 
without change. He aiM» read the 
call. It provided for the considera- 
tion of ordinances dealing with tbe 
improvement of Main and Chestnut 
streets, and the reading of such other 
ordinances and resolutions as might 
come before council,toueiher with the 
payment of Dills. 


Clerk Wagner read a petition for 
the grading and curbing of Vine street 
extension. It was signed oy ail prop- 
erty owners on the street. Mr. BrooKfc 
said the street was in bad condition 
and demanded attention, but o.ily a 
small amount of work would be neces- 
sary to put 
tbe roadway in good 
condition. The 
street " is 
lined 


witfc pleasant homes, and the people 
are willing to do almost anything to 
have tb« improvement made. Mr. 
Barcrof £and Mr. Stewart supported 
the movement, and council instruct- 
ed Engineer Hanlon to establish a 
gra"e at once. 
The statement was made that En- 
gineer Hanlon desired to 
place his 
work in Coshocton in the hands of a 
competent engineer as his duties kept, 
him away from town. He had stated 
to members of council that he would 
be responsible for what the engineer 
he selected would do. Dr. McNaugh- 
ton moved the engineer be empower- 
ed secure an assistant, and tbe motion 
carried on the second of Mr. Bar- 
croft. 
Mr.Stewart, for the street commit- 
tee, reported that only 40 per cent oi 
the" frontage on Locust street east oi 
the railroad was willing to have tbe 
sewer put, in. but 74 per cent of the 
frontage west wanted the improve- 
ment. This was short of the amount 
required by law, and council settleo 
down to think. 
Mayor Cassingham 
said the petition could be abandoned 
and the improvement 
ordered b> 
council. As there were not enough 
votes aithe meeting to follow this 
course the matter went over. 
Mr. Brooke said street committee 
had investigated Lake Erie near the 
Wheeling depot but the railioad com- 
pany would do nothing. The compa- 
ny had raised the tracks and tilled up 
the drain. That made the pond a 
brilliant reality of a dangerous green. 
Sis cases of typhoid fever were re- 
ported in one day and he believed 
there would be more. 


Mayor Cassingham remarked that 
tbe trouble dated back to the time 
when Coshocton gave railroads right 
of way without" restriction. "Thev 
can put up a sign, stop, loot and list- 
en." he said, "and we have to stop 
right tbere.""He offered to bring the 
attention of Chief Engineer 2few- 
hall. of the Wheeling, to the matter. 
It was decided nof to read the mis- 
demeanor ordinance. It, is 40 minutes 
long and as council could noi pass it 
the members decided to let it be con- 
sidered at the next meeting. 
TaeCnestnut, end Main street im- 
provement ordinances were read the 
second time. Clerk Wagner read the 
bill providing for tbe pavineof South 
Seventh street between .Main and 
Walnut. Owing to the absence of the 
required number of votes nothing 
more could be done. 
Mr. Brooke said Mr. Robinson, of 
the Coshocton Vehicle company, ask- 
ed to have the road leading to the 
company's plant improved^. Engin-

1*. will be remembered the board de- 
cided at tbe meet ug la.si week when 
this matter was discussed to leave it 
in the hands of those persons who had 
purchased lots in the second addition, 
and if they wanted some of-the money 
used for the paper mill the board, as 
the custodian of the fund, would ap- 
piy it to that purpose. 
Lot owners 


were invited to express their opinion 
without delay, and Tuesday they pre- 
sented 
a 
remonstrance." It" was 
uot 
signed 
by a 
majority 
of 
second addition property 
owners. 
45 names being 'in one paper and 15 
on the other, a total of GO, but tbe 
number was such as to convince tbe 
board that they would not be war- 
ranted in appropriating the money 
for any purpose other than locating a 
new industry in the second addition. 
Mr. Bachert bad requested that if 
the board did not see its way clear to 
appropriate the S±-300 from" the sec- 
ond addition fund tbe money be raised 
by popular subscription, and a motion 
Ui that effect was carried 
A commit- 
tee made up of W. M. Smith. B. 
Worth Bicketts, Seth Snyder. W. A. 
Smith and T. J. Hanley was appoint- 
ed to raise the -32.500. 


Mr. Hanley repeated to the board 


Mr. Bachert's alternative proposition 
that if they did not give him the S2,- 
oOO bonus be would accept- in lien
